One roport is that 
a Chineso who had just returned from 
America was giving a wedding feast and 
in connection with the feast ho gave a 
magic lantern exhibition. After the lights 
r wore extinguished a crowd came in from 
tho outside and the second floor of the 
establishment was nat equal to the strain. 
The walls fell in with very little warning. 
A company of police were promptly on tho 
spot and worked heroically to rescue the 
living ones from the ruins. _ - 

Physicians and attendants from the 
Fong Pin Native Hospital were aluo prompt 
toarrive, and those who wore badly injured, 
as woll as the dead, were takon to that 
Hospital. Somo ten or twelve children 
were killed, and about twonty women. 

The building is said to.have been very 
old and in bad condition, tho walls being 
badly cracked. A number of officials came 
to tho scene of tho disaster, It is to be 
hoped tQat some ‘steps will be taken to 
prevent such accidents in the future.

BRUTAL ROBBERS. 


How tho Chinese Bandit Works. 


The Ichowfy (Shuntung) correspondent |: 


of the '‘Shanghai Morcury " writes : 

Ong of thoso strangoly brutal robberies 
to which China is still exposed, with all 
its vaunted promises of reform, occurred 
some forty miles north of Ichowfu a fey 
days ngo, As roported by the Revs 
W. P. Chulfant, the details run about as 
follows: A venerable, Christian, named 
Wang, living near Nan Tsoa Chwan,.s man 
of great wealth according to Chincso stand- 
ards, has long feared wn attack by bandits, 
and haa consequently kept rather well 
prepared for their reception. Not long 
ago, however, ho fell ill and took to his 
bed. : 

Tho robbers living in the mountains noar 
heard of hin defonceless condition very 
soon, and ono day thirty of them, armed 
to the teoth with modorn weapons, without 
warning dashed up. to the rich man’s! 
villago,. firing guns, shouting, and driving 
terror into tho stoutest hearts. The old 
gentloman was dragged from his bed, soaked 
in oil, and threatened with cremation unless 
ho told where hig silver lay, while the 
women were tied to the raftera’by their 
hair, that terror miglit do its porfect worl. 

Extreme mensures were not resorted to, 
however, fox thu bandits found much rich 
plunder rendy to hand, consisting especially 
uf tho pretentious trouascrux of several 
newly murried girls recently added to the 


Fismily. Fach man possessed himself of all 


he could carry, ammunition was seized, 
weapons now and old were destroyed, the 
rolbors calmly cooked and nto supper ‘and 
then proparod for flight. 

As thoy daslied out of the gate a country” 
man came in sight with an old blundorbusi 
asking no questions, one of the thioves 
fired, nnd tho nian fell dead, To avaid 
further trouble, each bandit then snatched 
up a little child, slung it over his shoulder,

“Dr Lea has finished his. work, and the 
coticluding _volume of this. series is now 
available, It is, in overy way, comparable 
with the throa volumes that have already 
Deen issued, although it’ is somewhat leas 
attractive than the others, because of the 
nature of the subjects treated.

AN EXTRAORDINARY 
ACCIDENT. 


Sunk While Boing Launctied, 


Tremendous consternation was caused at 
Genoa by an amazing incident, happily 
unattended with loss of life, which occurred 
nenr Spozin on the afternoon of Sept. 22, 
A great concourse of spectators nesemblod 
to witness the lounching of tho now 
steamship Princess Yotinda, the largest 
vossul of its ‘kind yet built in Italy, The 
ship was desconding majestically inte the 
water, whona largo section of the cradlo 
clung to tho hull, and burst into flames, 
causing the vessel to incline honvily to the 
loft sido at an angle of 00 degrees. As 
the first frantic cheers of the spectutors 
subsided into anguishing silence, the ship 
suddenly described a curvo eastward, 
plunged to the bottom of tho gulf, and 
disappeared from view.” 

Tho Princess Yolanda was 486ft. long, 
49ft. wide, with a displacentont of 10,500, 
tons, When complete she was to possons 
eng nea capable of 10,000 h,-p., bunkers to 
store 2500 tuns of conl and 1000 tons fresh 
water. Sho was designed to carry 180 
first-class, 170 second-class, and 1000 
third-class passengers, and a crew of 240, 

‘The Princess Yolanda represented ‘n 
weight of 6000 tons, The loss was estimated 
at close upon a quarter of a million sterling. 
Althouyh she was insured with throa Italian 
and 10 English insurance companies for 
£200,000, itis doubtful (the ‘“ Chronicle” 
correspondent states) whether this _sum 
will ba paid, and in any event it is not 
likoly that it will bo till all tho rumoura of 
neglect and malice have beon satisinctorily 
‘disposed of and. the mystery thoroughly, 
clenred up. 

At the moment of the disuster tho com- 
mander had to paco the ship with's loaded 
revolver in his hand to ensure obedience 
to orders, and thus avert a terribla Joss of 
life among the hundreds aboard, 

The Italian Lloyd Steamship Company 
absolutely declines all responsibility for 
the disaster, nor will the directorate pay 
a. cent, unless and tntil the Hner costructed 
for their service is delivered over to thom 
in perfect-condition.. ‘The. -head .enginer,.
